“ INDUSTRIALIZATION* OF 
-SOVIET, RUSSIA. . 
STALIN'S CALL: TO ACTION. 


‘}: During his recent visit to Leningrad 
Stalin, who is now virtually the head of 
the Soviet, organization in Russias, de- 

»| delivered a speech on present economic 
conditions. : ne: , 

The country, Stalin asserted, had reach- 
ed a new turning point’ in the history 
o£ its socialist structure, when ‘the basic 
capital inherited from ,laadlords and 
‘capitalists, whether in the form of funds 
or works and factories, was used to its 


maximum capacity, and further progress |. 


was ‘only possible by, drawing from fresh 
'| sources of capital and building new fae. 
tories. Hence the problem ‘of ‘the “ine 
dustrializtion ” of the coudtry*te., 


devoting the attention of the Government 
and party principally to the develop 
ment of heavy. industry, transport and 
other means of industrial production in 
order to provide sfor the growing de- 
mands ‘of the peasants. 

The way towards ‘ industrialization '| 
lay through ‘ Socialistic acoumulation,’ 
tthe sources of which Stalin saw in (the 
nationalization of the land, of industry, 
of works, and factorics, in the cancella- 


‘tion of milliards “of roubles of State 


debts contracted -by tho’ Tsarist Govern. | 


mynts, in the monopoly of foreign trade, 
in the more or less. State organized i 
tertial trade, and‘ in the existing method 
of. distribution of the Budget and the 
putting aside of certain reserves for the 
needs of nations! economy.” . 

_ Such, according ' to Stalin, was the 
main basis of “ Socialist accumulation.” 
|These, however;' were but possibilities, 
not actual facts, and Stalin proceeded 
to outline the policy, which “would pre- 
sumably lead to the desired effect.” “‘ It 
is absolutely - necessary,” said Stalin, 
“that the surplus means accumulated in 
the country should ‘find their way to 
State and co-operative,credit institutions 
or should be placed’ in internal loans for 
the needs’ of Sovict industry. In the 
second ‘place, it is imperative to shut 
tightly all the little by-paths and cran- 
nies‘ through which surplus means: are 
diverted into. the pockets of private 
‘capitalists to the detriment of Sociaiist 
aceumulation. For this it is necessary 
to regulate our prices policy in such a 
wayas.to prevent the disproportion be- 
‘tween wholesale and retail prices, for this 
disproportion constitutes one of the prin- 
cipal menacrs to Socialist accumulation 


and the stabjlity of our currency.” 
THE CURRENCY. . 


Stalin denied that there was any depre- 
ciation of the chervonetz. The utmost he 
could admit was that “ata certain moment 
the chervonetz‘was onm,the point or. oscil- 
lating,’ but this was promptlyndeult with, 
“and its stability tirmly re-established, 
The ‘most effective messure’ for ensuring 
this stability lay in. the concentration 
in’ the hands’ of the Government of cer- 
tain financial and matcrial.reserves, such 
as a grain fund for.the purpose of re“ 
gulating foreign trade, preventing. an 
adverse ‘trade balance, and combating 
high ‘cost of living ut home. eM, 

Stalin further launched ao vigorous 
attuck, dgainst ‘ the bureaucratic inyen- 


tions’? of the State Planning organiza. , 


tions, “the criminal squandering of 
public money by’. responsible workers,’ 
the “inflated staffs of Government and 
co-operative institutions, ‘the disgraceful 
bacchanalia of flinging«millions of roubles 
of public money on jubilecs and festivals, 
the enormous overhead charges on all 
busincas transactions.” Communists, said 
Stalin, were worse in that. respect thon 
.non-party’ men, ‘beciuse they ‘‘ were apt 
to treat ‘the Stafe as a kind of family 
property,” and ‘an orgy of" merry. rob- 
bery x 
out.the country. ‘ Such happy-go-lucky 
robbers, could be counted by the thou- 
sand,” and the worst of it was, they were 
looked upon as ‘ smart fellows,” instead 
of being .made, the subject of public 
opprobrium. — y-' vont 
Nor . were the . workers spared by 
Stalin’s scathing ‘criticism. - Tho irre- 
gular ‘days off” were becoming 2 scourge ; 


hundreds of thousands of working days'| 


were lost in the factories owing to slack- 
ness and absenteeism. No real progress 
or increase of wages was possible unless 
a ruthless fight were put up for labour 
discipline and increased output.” “ 


APPEAL TO WORKERS. . 


Th conclusion, Stalin appealed to the 
workera, urging them" to Increase ir 
activity, in ali spheres of publigylife and 
to keep in close touch with the peasants, 
for any weakening of the alliance.between 
workers and peasants might signify 
collapse of socialist construction. ° He 
warned the workers from treating the 
peasants as ‘a kind of colony or object 
for éxploitation” by the industrial 
classes.’ Such a policy would undermine 
the union of wotkers and pensants ‘and 
the dictatorship of the proletariat.

The third school 6 morality is the 
school of. utiliarianism, and its views, os 
generally presented, are neither reasou- 
rable nor" satisfactory, Its maxim is 
“hat is right which conduces to the 
greatest happiness of the greatest num- 
ber.” This maxim will not bear enlight- 
ened analysis, as it totally ignores the 
fact, the Law in nature, of the insepar- 
able Brotherhood ,of Man, ‘al! men shar- 
ing in the’ one life, going towards onc 
goal, acting and reacting upon another. 
You cannot separate the happiness of one 
from that of another.. This maxim fails 
because no one man can ever be perfectly 


aa] Self unti] all men have reached per- 
fect happiness. This maximum also ‘ails 
because it appeals: only to the developed 
intelligence, leaving « selfish person un- 
touched.

They await more conclusive confirmation 
than they have yet had, and the claims.

be reduced, but would be increased if they

periments in the Mount Wilson Observa- 
tory, ,, California, . several thousand feet 
above sea Jevel.

need for some ‘such arrangenent. The 
Chancellor. said :— 

It is a ‘phenoménon of war and post- 
war periods that the total productive 
capacity of the world had risen far above, 
the demand. ‘In the coal industry the 
year’s production, calculated on the basia 
vf the first few months of the year, at a 
conservative estimate, is roughly 910 mil, 
lion tons in excess of the consumption and. 
at the same time the world’s, capacity for 
the output of lignite has also greatly in- 
creased. Even if the consumption of coal 
should by some meina be stimulated thero 
is no hope that by the increased uso of 
coal the difference, between the world's 
needs and the world's output can be 
wiped out during ‘the next few years. 
Under the pressure of political difficulties 
at home Great Britain accorded the 
British voal industry a subsidy, and this 
subsidy has had its effect on prices. 
Germany was, of course, obliged to follow 
British | prices. Accordingly during the 
last: few months, as the result,of prices 
being. so low, both ‘countries have not 
only wasted their own national: substance, 
but ‘they, have increased the capacity of 
third parties to compete, I therefore wel-- 
come the news that the British State syb- 
sidy is to be discontinued. The effect of 
this British subsidy policy on the Ger- 
man mining industry has ‘made itself 
evident in the export Bgures of, the Ruhr 
goaliclae The export declined from 
600,000 tons in July, 1025, to. 1,350,000 
tons in March, 1926. As the result. of this 
British policy of a State’ subsidy the num: 
ber of workmen’ employed in the Ruhr 
coaffields has fallen from 430,00 in July, 
1925, to 377,000 in’ March, 1926. It is 
still necessary to institute holiday shifts 
there in ‘a very. large degree. ‘This shows 
how directly the ‘ability of the Germar 
miner to earn a living is influenced by the
